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ICE  CSEAM  PRODUCTIOII 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  December  vas  estimated  at 
45^885,000  g£illons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  a record  high  out- 
put for  the  month;  surpassing  December  1958  by  7 percent  and  the  1953-57  average 
by  20  percent . 

'Ihe  change  from  November  to  December  this  year  vas  an  advance  of  2 percent; 
compared  with  a 1-percent  loss  at  this  time  in  1953  and  a 6-percent  decline  between 
the  5 -year  averages  for  these  months.  December  temperatures  were  much  warrr.er  than 
usual  in  most  of  the  United  States.  They  averaged  below  normal  only  in  the  coastal 
regions  of  the  Southeast  and  in  Oregon;  Nevada;  and  Idaho. 

Ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  United  States  during  1959  totaled  700^815; 000 
gallons;  the  second  higiiest  production  of  record.  This  was  7 percent  more  than  in 
1958  and  12  percent  greater  than  the  1953-57  annual  average. 

Comioared  with  December  1953;  production  increased  in  all  regions  of  the 
country.  Output  iras  up  l4  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region,  here  all  states 
recorded  substantial  gains.  Production  increased  6 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region  and  3 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Other  gains  were  2 percent  in  the  Uest 
North  Central  States,  7 percent  in  both  the  South  Central  and  the  Mountain  and  5 
percent  in  the  Pacific.  Increases  in  the  three  leading  ice  cream-producing  states 
were  5 percent  in  New  York,  3 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  6 percent  in  California. 

December  ice  cream  production  exceeded  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month  in  all 
regions.  The  gains  ranged  from  13  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  to  32  per- 
cent in  the  Mountain,  Output  increased  l4  percent  in  both  the  West  North  Central 
Region  and  the  South  Central.  Production  was  up  2b  percent  in  the  East  North  Cen- 
tral States,  27  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  and  3I  percent  in  the  Pacific  Region. 
Output  was  4 percent  more  than  average  in  Pennsylvania,  12  percent  larger,  in  New
